Jean Hearst moved to recommend to the full Board in February that
the Emergency Regulations be adopted as proposed Final Regulations.

Jean Hearst asked about a grace period for the licensure of Occupationa Therapy
Assistants. Ms. Y eatts explained that there is no specific grace period or deadline for

licensurein law or regulation. The Board agreed that all occupational therapy assistants
working or wishing to work in the Commonwealth should apply as soon as possible.

The motion was seconded
and carried. Jeffrey Loveland will remain as Chair and Jean Hearst as Vice-Chair.
